London Times Has a Despatch From Its Cor- 
respondent Dr. Morrison Under 
Date of Ju3y 21. 



Charges 
and 



Chinese Government 
Duplicity— Foreigners 



With Infamy 
Cheerful 



and Able to Hold Out 



London. Aug.' 2.— (4 a.m.)— At las! the 
story of Pekin bus been told. 

In-. Morrison, in to-day's Timet*, holds 
up tlie Chinese government before the 
world as guilty to a degree of infamy 
and duplicity that exceeds the surmise 
of its worst detractors. In the same de- 
spatch he gives a more hopeful view of 
the prospects of the besieged than has 
been expressed by any of the others who 
have been heard from. 

Simultaneously there comes from the 
Belgian charge d'affaires at Shanghai an 
otllcial statement that the allies are ex- 
pected to roach Pekin in about a week, 
they being 18 miles from Tien Tsin yes- 
terday. 

Another letter lias been received at 
Tien Tsin from the British minister. Sir 
Claude Macdonald, dated July 12-1. 

"We arc surrounded by imperial 
troops," lie writes, "who are iiring on lis 
continuously. The enemy is enterprising 
but cowardly. We have provisions for 
about a fortnight and are eating our 
ponies. 

"Tile Chinese government, if there be 
one, ban done nothing whatever to help 
us. If the Chinese do not press the at- 
tack we can hold out for, say, ten days. 
So no time should he lost, if a terrible 
massacre is to he averted." 

The Times this morning prints the fol- 
lowing despatch from Dr. (ieorge Er- 
nest Morrison, dated Pekin, July 21: 

"There ban been a cessation of hostil- 
ities hero ll'ekiu) since .July IS, but for 
fear of treachery there inns been no re- 
laxation of vigilance. The Chinese sol- 
diers continue to strengthen the barri- 
cades around Ihe besieged area and also 
the batteries on top of the Imperial city 
w ill, but in the meantime they have dis- 
continued Iiring, probably becau.se they 
are short of ammunition. 

"The main bodies of imperial soldiers 
have left Pekin in order to meet the re- 
lief forces. Supplies are beginning to 
come in and Ihe condition of the be- 
sieged Is improving. 

"Tiie wounded are doing well. Our 
hospital arrangements are admirable, and 
lot) cases have passed through the hos- 
pitals. . 

"The Tsung li Yamen forwarded to Sir 
Claude Macdonald a copy of the despatch 
telegraphed by the Emperor to Queen 
Victoria, attributing all deeds of vio- 
lence to bandits and requesting Her 
Majesty's assistance to extricate the Chi- 
nese government from its ditUculties. 
The Queen's reply is not stated; but the 
Chinese minister in Washington tele- 
graphs that tho United States government 
would gladly assist the Chinese author- 
ities. 

"This despatch to the Queen was sent 
to the Tsung li Yamcu by the grand 
council on July ,'5: yet the day before an 
imperial edict had been issued calling on 
the Boxers to continue to render loyal 
ami patriotic services in exterminating 
the Christians. The edict also com- 
manded viceroys and governors to expel 
all missionaries from China and to ar- 
rest, all Christians and compel them to 
renounce their faith. Other decrees ap- 
plauding the Boxers speak approvingly of 
their burning out and slaying converts. 

On July 18 another decree made a com- 
plete volte face due to the victories of 
the foreign troops at Tien Tsin. In this 
decree, for the lirst time, and one month 
after the occurrence, an allusion was 
made to the death of Baron von Kette- 
ler, the German minister, which was at- 
tributed to the action of local brigands, 
although there is no doubt that it was 
premeditated and that the assassination 
was committed by an imperial olllcer, as 
the survivor, Hcrr Cordes, can testify. 

'■The force besieging the legation con- 
sists of the imperial troops, under Gen. 
Tung Lu and Gon. Tung Polishing, 
whose gallantry is applauded in imperial 
decrees, although it has consisted in 
bombarding for one month defenceless 
Women and children cooped up in the le- 



gation compound. The Chinese used 
•hells, shrapnel, round shot anil ex- 
panding bullets. 

"They posted proclamations assuring 
us of protection and the same night they 
made a general attack in the hope of sur- 
prising us. 

"There is still no news of 1'ei Tang 
cathedral. The wounded number 198, in- 
cluding the American surgeon, Pippin, 
severely wounded, and Capt. Myers, who 
is doing well. Several Americans hav 
been killed. 

"All the ministers and members of le- 
gations and their families are in good 
heiillh. The general health of the com- 
munity is excellent and we are content- 
edly awaiting relief." 

After enumerating the casualties al- 
ready reported and giving tbe total 
deaths as l(i, Mr. Morrison proceeds as 
follows: 

''The Chinese undermined the French 
legation, which is now a ruin, but the 
French minister. M. Pichon, was not 
present, having tied for protection to the 
British legation on the lirst day of the 
siege. 

"Tbe greatest peril we .suffered during 
the siege was from a determination to 
destroy the British legation by burning 
the adjoining Han Pan Yuen (National 
college), one of the most sacred buildings 
in China, sacrificing tbe unique library. 
Tbe Chinese throughout acted with char- 
acteristic treachery." 

London, Aug. 2. — (-1 a.m.) — A Shanghai 
special says Pi Hung ("hang has received 
a decree dated July 28. commanding him 
to inform the consuls that the ministers 
were safe on that date. Evidently Sir 
Claude Macdonald was over pessimistic, 
as Dr, Morrison, under date July 21, an- 
nounces the arrival of supplies. In view 
of this, it is quite within reason that the 
edict announcing the safety of the min- 
isters on the 2Stb is correct. 

Commenting on Dr. Morrison's de- 
spatch, the Times says: 

"It is now beyond doubt that the fre- 
quent assertions of different Chineseire- 
presentations that for a month past the 
legations have been enjoying the protec- 
tion of the throne, are, one and all, un- 
qualified falsehoods. The cumulative 
evidence is overwhelming that the whole 
affair has been throughout under the con- 
trol and direction of tho Chinese govern- 
ment. 

"It now rests with the powers to make 
the Chinese government understand thin 
it will lie held fully responsible for what- 
ever happens in Pekin." 

Brussels, Aug. P— M. de Pavereau. 
minister of foreign affairs, lias received 
the following despatch, dated Shanghai. 
Aug. P from M. de Carter de M.ireionne, 
Secretary of the Belgian legation, now 
acting as charge d'affaires of Belgium at 
Shanghai : 

"The allies are marching on Pekin. 
They are 13 miles from Tien Tsin and 
should reach Pekin in eight days. 

"All tbe Europeans have taken refuse 
in Hie inner enclosure of the Imperial 
city." 

Washington, Aug. 1. — The Chinese im- 
perial government, is putting forth the 
most powerful efforts to secure, through 
negotiation, the abandonment of the in- 
ternational movement upon Pekin. 

The cablegrams received at the state 
department to-day from Earl Pi Hung 
Chang nil tend to demonstrate his desire 
to secure the succor of flip ministers at 
Pekin and their delivery at Tien Tsin. if 
this can be safely effected, trusting that 
in return the international column can be 
halted. Unquestionably a proper as- 
surance of the safe delivery of the min- 
isters would have some effect upon the 
temper of the powers, and it is possible 
that the United States government would 
give ear to overtures in that direction, 
were not the attempt made by the Clii- 
iicse to impose conditions upon tho deliv- 
ery that are altogether objectionable.

London, Aug. 1. — Lord Roberts has tel- 
egraphed to the war ollicc as follows: 

"Pretoria, Aug. 1. — Hunter reports 
1,200 more prisoners surrendered yester- 
day with Commandants Rouse and Pon- 
tenel; whilst Commandants Deploy, Pot- 
gieter and Joubert surrendered to Bruce 
Hamilton, who collected 1,200 rilles, 050 
ponies and 1 Armserong gun. Lieut. 
Anderson, a Danish olllcer, in the Staats 
artillery, also surrendered. 

"Oliver, with live guns and a number 
of burghers, broke away in Harrismith 
district, but Hunter expects the total 
prisoners will amount to 4,000. 

"An unfortunate accident occurred near 
Froderikstadt, on the Krugersdorp Po- 
thefstroorn railway. The enemy bad torn 
up tlie rails, and a supply train, escorted 
by the Shropshires, was derailed, thir- 
teen being killed and 39 wounded, al- 
though a special patroi had been ordered 
to prevent trains passing. A special in- 
quiry lias been ordered to ascertain why 
the order was disobeyed." 

Lorenzo Marques, Aug. 1. — The Boers 
have evacuated Machndodorp, and it is 
reported are preparing to retreat to 
Lyndenburg, to which place they have 
oompleted telegraphic communication. 

A correspondent witli Gen. Hunter's 
force at Slapkranz says: "Tlie Win- 
burg and Senoknl commandoes are now 
arriving, about 000 men; (Jen. Rous has 
arrived and also commandant of the 
Wepener commando. It will take days to 
get all in. There is a continuous stream 
of wagons for seven miles up tlie valley 
road. All the leaders have surrendered. 
The prisoners include foreign artiller- 
ists. 

London, Aug. 2.— The Daily Telegraph, 
on the authority of its Capetown corre- 
spondent, asserts to-day that documents 
of the highest importance, emanating 
from Engand, have been discovered in 
Pretoria, implicating members of the 
House of Commons and other prominent 
persons in England who have agitated in 
favor of the Boers.

union fishermen were avenging them- 
selves on the Japanese for deserting the 
strikers.

The Japanese arc alarmed and are again 
calling for more police protection. Since 
the beginning of the strike 14 nets in all 
have been cut. 

Dr. Bell-Irving, a member of the exe- 
cutive of the dinners' Association, stat- 
ed this evening that there had been more 
or less net cutting reported since fishing 
started; but there always was a certain 
amount every year. 

Tbe latest report received from Steves- 
ton this evening was that all is quiet 
and fish were running from 00 to 00 to 
the boat.

The Advance 

From Tien Tsin 



Information Seems to Show That 
Pekln Cannot Resist At- 
tack Long. 



Admiral Seymour Requested to 
Take Charge of Defences 
of Shanghai. 



London, Aug. 1.— "The allies began the 
advauee from Tien Tsin this morning," 
announces an agency bulletin dated at 
Shanghai at 11:10 a.m., to day. 

The Pel-ko river ls blocked by sunken 
stone laden junks for 20 miles beyond Tien 
Tsin and farther up, according to Chinese 
spies of the allies, and a dam has been 
constructed for the purpose of Hooding the 
low lying expanse of the country. 

The following Information was brought to 
Tien Tsin on Wednesday, July 25, by u 
Chinese uilsisounry student who was scat 
with messages to the British legation at 
Pekln. Lie was unable lo deliver them and 
left 1'ekiu on July IS. lie says there aro 
ii few troops between I'eklu and Yang 
Ttsoug, where works had been constructed. 
Food in I'eklu was scarce, and the city 
would bo quite unable to endure a siege." 

Among the scraps of Information brought 
by another courier who left I'eklu on July 
11 was the fact that Gen. Ma, a notable 
Boxer chief, bad been killed by the legu- 
tloncrs. 

Shanghai telegrams of this date say the 
foreign consuls met yesterday aud decided 
to invite Admiral Seymour, British, to take 
command of the Shanghai defences. The 
United States consul general, Mr. Goodnow, 
and French consul, Gen. M. Debezaurc, on 
behalf of the consuls, visited Admiral Sey- 
mour, and he promised to draw up plans 
and submit them to a council of oftleers. 
The Shanghai municipal council objects lo 
the consular action. 

The British second Infantry brigade has 
lioen ordered to debark ut Hongkong 
form a Dying column to serve anywhere In 
China. 

Two more transports wit It Indian troops 
on board are due to arrive to-day. 

The customs oftleers ut Canton have 
seized a Chinese Junk which had 2.000 rilles 
and much ammunition aboard. 
Washington, Aug. 1.— The following cable- 
gram was this morning received at the uuvy 
.department: 

"Takti, July 20. — Solace, with sick and 
-wounded, proceeded to Nagasaki, Yoko- 
hama, Guam; Honolulu anil Mare Island. 
There are live marines and navy officers, 
Jive army oftleers, nine men, nineteen ma- 
rines anil (K> of the tlth Infantry. All the 
men will remain aboard the Solace unless 
otherwise recommended by the army au- 
thorities, 

The army hospital ship Belief Is prepar- 
ing at Nagasaki for Taku. A Japanese 
hospital skip Is here at our disposal, if 
needed. 

"Lieut. Leonard's condition is favorable. 
..'lad his recovery Is hopeful. 

"Kiddle's command has been ordered to 
'Tien Tsin. It consists of 225 marines, who 
sailed from Sun Francisco on the Grant 
with Gen. Chaffee, and the Goth cavalry." 



NEWS OF VANCOUVER. 

To Make Improvements in Yukon— Fore- 
shore Rights.

HUMBFKT'S ASSASSIN. 

Docs Not Deity He Was Selected to 
Murder the King. 

Monza, Aug. 1.— The King and Queen 
of Italy arrived here this evening. 

Home, Aug. I.— King Victor Emmanuel III 
and Queen Ilelcne arrived here early this 
morning and proceeded toward Monza. The 
minsters met their majesties at the railway 
station. 

In the course of his examination yester- 
day, Bressl did not deny that he had been 
designated to assassinate King Humbert. 
It Is believed the crime was arranged In 
1'aterson. 

A man named Salvator Quintavalli, who 
returned from the Unlt&d Stutes with Bressl 
jind accompanied him to an anarchist meet- 
lug on the Paris, was arrested at Bio .Mar 
Ins on the Island of Elba. The police found 
on him letters anil photographs of anar- 
chists. Anton Launor. who also accom- 
panied liressl from the United States, was 
arrested at Ivrea. 

In consequence of these arrests, the belief 
in the existence of a plot is Increasing. 

Parliament has beeu summoned to meet 
on August 0. 

It is stated that Queen Mnrguerlta will 
retire to Strea to live with her mother. 

The clergy of Monza and throughout Italy 
are holding memorial services to-day. 

Great excitement is reported at Milan. 
The troops are In readiness at their bar- 
racks to prevent a disturbance. A score 
of prominent anarchists have been arrest- 
ed. Tin' police are active and other ar- 
rests are expected. 

The ministers have decided that the 
bpdy of King Humbert shall rest in 
Kome. Fifteen thousand troops will pay 
the last honors. 

Berlin, Aug. 1. — Emperor William, in 
a telegram to Queen Mnrguorita, says: 
""Chivalrous, kind, brave and faithful, 
Humbert fell as a soldier on the field of 
battle. May God console you in your 
grief. May He strengthen your son's 
arm so that he may wield the sceptre 
and sword for the good of his people and 
the glory and welfure of Italy." 

New York, Aug. 1.— The leaders of the 
Italian colony which has settled on tin 
sdiores of New York harbor, are taking steps 
to ferret out and bring til Justice the anar- 
chists whom they believe to be directly or 
indirectly responsible for the killing of 
King Humbert.

The Danube Gets Away for 8 kag 
way— General News of 
Shipping. 



Steamer Gleuogle arrived at tho outer 
wharf yesterday morning from the Ori- 
ent, after a passage of 12 days from 
Yokohama. She brought over 3,000 tons 
of general freight, 000 of which were 
landed at the outer wharf, where the 
steamer remained all day yesterday. She 
had close on 300 passengers, mostly Chi- 
nese. There were fourteen saloon pas- 
sengers. 

Included among these were two mis- 
sionaries, who are among the host who 
have tied from the Boxers. The mission- 
aries arc W. G. King, of Savannah, 6a„ 
and Mrs. Barrow, at Cbnttunogn, Term. 
They were stationed at Tai-au-fu, about 
00 miles south of the capital of Shan 
Tung province, ami left there on June 
15. The rioting had not then commenced 
in Shan Tung, although greut dcyr.edu- 
tions were being carried on in Pc-ehl-U. 
(i. W. Verity, oi that district; -is- one of 
the besieged in I'ekin. He left for there 
in June to attend a conference, leaving 
his wife with Mrs. Barrow. Soon after 
his arrival the missionaries got a tele- 
gram for him, asking them to leave the 
country without delay. They went a 
few days after the receipt of the message, 
taking "Mrs. Verity, who was left at 
Chingkiang. The other missionaries in 
the district lied soon after them and the 
steamers chartered by the government 
picked up a large crowd at Yonk Kia-ko, 
on the Gulf of Pe-cbi-li. 

Tin? Gleuogle brought a greut crowd 
of the fugitives from Shanghai to Yo- 
kohama. Her other passengers in the 
.saloon were Mrs. Hill,' of Kobe, bound 
to San Francisco; Mrs. Miller and 
daughter, of Tacoma; Mrs. llindes and 
dnnirhter, and -Mrs. Forbes, of Hong- 
kong, and M. Ghitteret, a French en- 
gineer, who has been surveying a rail- 
way system near Saigon. The steamei 
will leave for Tacoma at daylight thif 
morning.

"I 
finally got tired of being ridiculed on 
what I believed I could do, so 1 hitched 
up my six horses, and after several at- 
tempts I drove them in three minutes 
fiat. 

".Several notes were -non t to ni<> that I 
never could beat that— that it was the 
fastest mile I would ever make, a nil 
within a week I drove them in 2:5G%. I 
challenged the world — any horseman— to 
beat that record. They have never at- 
tempted it, and they say that it cannot 
be beaten, and that I couldn't do it again 
myself. . 

"I can. Charles Edev of the firm of 
Charles C. Edey & Sons. !I4 Wail street, 
said: 'Mr. Fuller. I will give you $500 ir 
you will beat your own record. You can't 
do it.' I said, 'I'll try,' and if I ever 
reach 2:50, thep I am going for another 
record below 2:50. 

"I will drive to make a record of 2:50, 
nnd nine times out of ten I will make? on- 
ly one start. My object mainly is lo 
prove that six horses can be started at 
the lirst attempt, and that there is no 
reason why a man should not start one 
or two horses the lirst time, instead of 
making eight or ten attempts, consuming 
an hour to do it, and taxing the patience 
of the public beyond endurance. 

"If there is anybody in the world that 
would like to drive six horses with me I 
sliculd be pleased to have them do so.

"I cannot tell exactly how soon I will 
go, fur there is considerable to do to got 
six horses in trim.

THE WAR. 

The first estimate ..of the number nf 
men who surrendered to ("ten. Huuter 
in the neighborhood of Bethlehem wna 
rather large, but latest reports show 
that it will probably roach 4.00(1. The 
statement is niaile that somo of the 
enemy managed to slip away. This is 
unfortunate, but u ling of 4,000 ":*oors 
is quite a day's work for any Hunter. 
The parties still abrond in the Orange 
River Colony will doubtless SOOU tie 
rounded Up. They can only bp able to 
prosecute the most irregular operations, 
for their supplies must bo WV limited. 

It is said that there is gr.- it destitu- 
tion among the poorer Boors. This is 
lamentable, but it is inevitable. They 
have chosen their beds, a.'ld cannot 
complain if they are made *■) lie in 
them. Prompt submission .u'icr the 
fortunes of war had declare I against 
them would have saved the enemy much 
suffering, and both themsolv-s and us 
much loss of life. But they preferred 
to continue their resistance, ai.d it fol- 
lows of necessity that some poverty 
must ensue. We have no doubt that. 
Lord Roberts will facilitate the return 
to their farms of as many of the enemy 
ns have not actually been tnkon with 
arms in their hands, but if t'o people 
allow themselves to bo misled by 
Kruger's infamous falsehoods, th< y 
have only themselves to blame. An 
example of the sort of stuff which 
Kruger promulgated In order to keep 
his men in the field is the story of the 
defeat of our troops and of the escape 
of Lady Roberts from Pretoria in a 
balloon. When they listen to such 
madness it is not surprising that they 
refuse to pay attention to the proclama- 
tions issued by our Commander-in-Chief, 
which if heeded would long ago have 
restored settled conditions over a 
greater part of the two countries. 

The enemy are retreating from Mtieha- 
dodorp to Lyndenburg, which moans that 
the hint act in the South African war 
•drama is beginning. When Kruger has 
been driven into the Lyndenburg hills, ho 
will bo caught in a trap from which he 
cannot r*onpo. 

The gratifying news comes from Col 
Otter 'that the First Canadian Contingent 
is again aide to muster seven hundred 
strong. The boys are getting over their 
wounds and fevers and are ready for 
-work again. 



RAILWAYS TO THE YUKON. 

The legislature is face to face with n 
■question of very considerable import 
it nee, owing to the introduction of sev 
<'ral bills for the incorporation of com 
panics to construct railways from 
points on Lynn Canal to the Yukon 
waters. Ordinarily when a number of 
persons, who can make out a reasonably 
Kootl case of financial ability, n«k for a 
charter to construct a railway, apply 
for permission to do so, seeking no aid 
from any government, there can be no 
objection to complying with the request; 
but the case presented by the bills re- 
ferred to is not an ordinary one. It is 
indeed a very extraordinary one. 

The question involved has been under 
the consideration of the Dominion gov- 
ernment and parliament, and a decision 
lias been reached upon it. Not a word 
of protest was rniisod in parliament upon 
either side of the house. The declara- 
tion of the Minister of Railways, that 
the government had decided not to per- 
mit the incorporation of any companies 
for the construction of railways, which 
would have their termini on Lynn 
Cnnnl, until nfter the Alaskan Bound- 
ary question has been settled, was not 
excepted to by any member of the 
house, and it therefore may be taken 
for granted that the Conservative parly 
as well as the Liberal party favor this 
policy. This decision is one which the 
legislature cannot afford vto overlook. 



O 
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The settled policy of Canada cannot be 
overturned by n provincial legislature, 
because the right of disallowance is 
vested in the Dominion government, 
which has in it the power to prevent 
its policy from being defeated by pro- 
vincial legislation. 

The incorporation of the proposed rail- 
ways raises questions of a constitutional 
nature. That a provincial legislature 
.cannot constitutionally pass an act to 
incorporate a railway company that is 
to extend into a foreign country was 
decided in the early years of Confedera- 
tion, and although it may bo possible 
by a skilful use of words to make it 
appear upon its face that a proposed 
bill does not run counter to this consti- 
tutional provision, it is at least open to 
serious doubt if the bills so framed come 
within the scope of the powers of the 
local legislature. The house, while it 
ought to bo prompt on all occasions to 
assert the rights of the province, 
might well hesitate before placing 
upon the statute book legislation 
of doubtful constitutionality, especi- 
ally when euch measures contravene 
the settled policy of the Dominion. It 
may be said that the promoters are will- 
ing to take the risk; but as a matter 
of fnet promoters take very little risk. 
The promoters of railway charters do 
not, in nine cases out of ten, put their 
own money into the enterprises, but go 
upon the money market and obtain the 
money of private investors. The house 
ought always to consider whether it 
should enact legislation involving the 
investment of private capital witli the 
knowledge before it that the measure 
may be disallowed, either from constitu- 
tional grounds or from reasons of pol- 
icy. 

Another question involved in such 
legislation is that of good faith. Dur- 
ing the last session of parliament, when 
the Canadian Pacific proposed to 
parallel one of Mackenzie, Mann ci 
Co.'s railways, the Dominion govern- 
ment declined to allow the bill to pass, 
because it would not be good fnitb 
towards the investors, who had placed 
their money in that railway, to permit it 
to be parallelled before it had fairly 
begun its operations. This same prin- 
ciple applies to railway construction 
into the Yukon valley. A company of 
British capitalists have placed their 
money in such a railway, and it was 
only completed yesterday, after a great 
expenditure and nfter enormous physi- 
cal dilllculties had been overcome. To- 
day it is proposed to enable other pro- 
moters to place upon the market 
another railway enterprise, the line of 
which will bo within hearing distance 
of the line just completed. The house 
ought to consider if legislation of this 
kind should be enacted. 

But the great consideration to be 
taken into account in this connection 
at the present time is the broad one as 
to what in best, for British Columbia. 
Do the people of this province desire tn 
see any other railways built into the 
Yukon from points which are. rightfully 
or wrongfully, in flic possession of the 
United States? Do they desire to see 
new cities built up in the United States 
by Canadian' trade'.' Do they wish to 
handicap the construction of an afl- 
Canadian lino to the Yukon, from Kiti- 
maat or some other point on the British 
Columbia seaboard — a railway which 
will open a large and very promising 
portion of our province? We ask 
members of the legislature to consider 
these questions, and allow them to in- 
fluence their votes. While there Iris 
been no official statement to that effect, 
it seems to bo understood that the pro- 
vincial government has in contemplation 
tlie maturing of a comprehensive sys- 
tem of railway development. We sub- 
mit that it would not be wise to enact 
legislation, which will actively militate 
against such a plan. The existence of 
the White Pass & Yukon railway will 
of itself be a sufficient obstacle when it 
comes to Heating an all-Canadian line. 
For three years the Colonist has never 
allowed an opportunity to slip by with- 
out contending for nn nil-Canadian line. 
We urged the house to adopt the pro- 
visions of the Subsidy Act of 1878, 
which would have secured such a rail- 
way, if the Turner government had not 
been dismissed. We supported the 
Mackenzie-Mann contract made by the 
Dominion government. We have advo- 
cated tlie construction of such a line 
time and time ngnin, urging it upon 
both tlie federal and provincial legis- 
latures. We believe that under a wise 
policy the construction of a railway 
from some point on the coast of this 
province to the Yukon can be secured, 
which, in connection with a line on 
Vancouver Inland, will draw the trade 
of the Golden North through on:- own 
country, ns well ns open for coloniza- 
tion and enterprise a large and i-.-. Iim t>l 
portion of the province. For the rea- 
sons advanced above, we subntii that it 
would be wise policy Tor the .louse to 
postpone until another session nil ques- 
tions relating to railway construction 
into the Yukon valley. If such a deei 
sion is reached, we further submit, Me: 
government ought, immediately nf'er 
the close of the piesent session to place 
itself in correspondence with the Do- 
minion to ascertain if it is not possible 
to mature forthwith such a plan of 
railway construction to the North n« 
we have above indicated. 



ion - readily capable of proof. If one 
should extend hi.s calculations over a 
I great number of years, it would be arith- 
metically demonstrable that the average 
value of fanning land to the acre is very 
much greater than the richest mining 
ground. It is only a question of the 
number of years taken, for the best 
mines will become exhausted in time, 
while there is no limit to the productive- 
ness of the soil under n proper system 
of agriculture. And in view of a remark 
made by Mr. Martin, in discussing Ori- 
ental exclusion, when he said that we 
could better afford to leave our forests 
and our mino.s undeveloped for two cen- 
turies, if need be, than have them work- 
ed by Chinese ami Japanese, we see no 
reason for confining our estimates of tlie 
value of British Columbia agriculture to 
any period whatever. This is, however, 
only by the way. When we speak of the 
value which agriculture may assume in 
this province we have jn mind not some 
indefinatcly remote period, but the im- 
mediate future. 

When British Columbia agriculture is 
taken into consideration, many matters 
enter into the calculation. One of these 
is mining itself. At present a very lar 
part of the agricultural produce consum 
ed in the exploitation of the mineral 
wealth of this province is brought from 
elsewhere, and it is also well known that 
a very large proportion of the other com 
modifies consumed in that connection nre 
imported. The profits on our mines 
also go abroad to a very large degree 
What then is left In the province? Only 
the profits of the middlemen and what 
money is paid out for produce either of 
the farm or the factory in the province 
That is to say, British Columbia receive 
at present only a minimum of the nd 
vantage derivable from its great wealth 
Let us suppose, for the sake of argument 
that 50,000 people in this province nre 
directly or indirectly dependent upon mln 
ing for n living. Let it be assumed that 
each of these persons consumes in a year 
$50 worth of farm produce, of which :?40 
worth is imported. Perhaps the figures 
are high, but this is immaterial, for they 
are used only for the purpose of illustra 
tion. This would mean that $2,000,000 
worth of farm produce would have 
be brought into the province every year 
for the use of the people dependent upon 
mining. That is, $2,000,000 of the cost 
of operating the mines would be paid to 
people outside of the province. Now if 
this $2,000,000 were kept, in the prov 
ince and paid for produce raised here 
it would be equivalent to interest at 4 
per cent, upon a capital sum of $50,000 
000 paid out every year to our farmers 
The farmers would in their turn pay it 
out to merchants and the business of 
the province in every line would feel the 
benefit. By and bye the number of per- 
sons dependent directly and indirectly 
upon mining in this province will be 
among the hundreds of thousands. If 
we can supply them with what they eat 
from our own farms, we will have 
source of prosperity that cannot be mens 
ured. 

Some may say that the province doe? 
not possess sufficient farming land 
warrant an effort being made to promote 
agriculture on an extensive scale. But 
sum a tiling would be a libel upon Brit 
ish Columbia, and could only be made by 
those who have not taken the trouble t 
inform themselves on the subject. Tb 
agricultural resources of Vancouver U 
land alone are very great. The land may- 
be in most cases difficult to clear, but 
there is a vast area of it which, when 
cleared, will yield luxurious crops. Till 
day is not far distant when the whol< 
eastern coast of the Island from Xanai 
mo to Seymour Narrows will be n con- 
tinuous stretch of improved country, ex 
tending in to the base of the mountains. 
North of Seymour Narrows and a little 
inland from there is a succession of ex- 
cellent farming sections. Wo have al- 
ready in tlie columns of the Colonist giv- 
en specific information on this subject, 
and so shall not repeat it here. At the 
southern end of the Island and along the 
West Coast there are many localities 
where fine settlements can be established. 
True, in nearly every instance, the land 
is expensive to clear, but the presence of 
good markets near at hand will make 
it pi ofitahle to fit it for a crop. 

When we come to the Mainland we

that it is useless to attempt to enumerate 
them. Not many of them can be called 
very large, but there are some that may 
even bo so described, such as the valley 
of the lower Eraser, the farming districts 
of South Yale, the Neehaco and Bulkc- 
ley valleys, and so on. In scores of local- 
ities there are smaller areas, which will 
be occupied as the development of the 
country progresses. We are without 
datn to estimate the number of acres of 
land in British Columbia that can be 
profitably devoted to the raising of crops 
and cattle, but when we say that in view 
of the highly favorable climate of n large 
portion of the province, the fertility of 
the soil of the valleys and that an aver- 
age of less than five acres per head of 
the population would be necessary in crop 
or pasture for the support of the popula- 
tion, it will be seen that we can have 
many times more people living here than 
are now resident in the province before 
we exhaust tlie ability of our farming and 
pasture lands to supply the home de- 
mand. In view of such, considerations as 
these, we feel that agriculture ought to 
receive move attention at the hands of 
provincial governments and legislatures 
than it has hitherto. Wc feel that the 
development of agriculture should pro- 
ceed hand in hand with that of our min- 
ing ami timber interests and the expan- 
sion of our comnlerce. Hence we regard 
with hearty approval anything done that 
is calculated to place agriculture in Brit- 
ish Columbia in a more prominent plact 
and secure closer attention to Its varied 
interests.

[he entire mobilization taking only ten 
days from the time the order was given. 
4'lie forces are almost entirely from the 
south, not only as the nearest point to 
the seat of war, but also as the best uml 
most famous lighting strength of tin- 
umpire, and composed of men inured to 
the heat of the southern summer. The 
reserve is so admirably organized that 
on tile order being given the men had 
only lo repair to the given rendezvous of 
their respective districts, to find every- 
thing in readiness for the campaign. An 
immense tleet of transports have already 
assembled at Ij'iaa, on the Inland sea, 
and the embarkation was accomplished 
with marvellous smoothness, and de- 
spuu-h. 

Japan's attitude elicits all the more 
praise, as everyone realizes howl much 
reason she- had to distrust the Western 
powers, after her experience in being 
robbed by them of the fruits of her vic- 
tories in the late war. In spite of this 
her position in this crisis has been one of 
great, dignity. She is entering upon her 
duty without fear or favor or misgiving, 
while at. the same time she is laying hold 
of her great opportunity. The applause 
of the whole world awaits her when the 
opportunity is grasped aud the duty doue. 
\\ about doubi it would have been done 
earlier bad the realization of the magni- 
tude of the danger dawned upon this na- 
tion, But Japan is not to blame for 
sharing the world's ignorance of the grav- 
ity of the situation. 

In the meantime there have been 
scarcely any authentic tidings reaching 
here from either Tien Tsiu or i'ekin for 
a whole week. Nothing but the wildest 
rumors, ever recurrent, among which are 
the reports of the massacre of the for- 
eigners in I'ekin. These persist so of- 
ten that they are beginning to pull, 
especially ns counter indications are now 
appearing to the effect that the besieged 
have many and powerful friends among 
the Chinese ill the city, who ure strain- 
ing every nerve to protect them. Only 
upon this supposition would it be possi- 
ble to account for their supplies of pro- 
visions holding out for so long a time. 
Moreover, it is argued that if the slaugh- 
ter so often reported had really occurred, 
continuation of the deed would have 
reached us from a hundred different 
sources at once, as it would be borne up- 
on every wind. There is nothing for it 
but to wait in the cruellest anxiety and 
dread. 

Meanwhile, although we are somewhat 
reassured concerning the fate of I'ekin, 
the situation at Tien Tsiu is exciting 
some alarm, in spite of the large de- 
fensive force now there, in view of the 
fact .that communication with the place 
has .now been cut off' for more than a 
whole week, the last authentic met-snge 
having been sent from there on the 7th, 
when an army of 30,O()(J Chinese was re- 
ported .as surrounding the concessions 
for .another siege. Fortunately there is 
one element of anxiety removed, inas- 
much as the women and children, num- 
bering some two hundred anil fifty, were 
sent down the river in time, and have al- 
ready reached places of safety. 

The tide of refugees has naturally turn- 
ed toward Japan, and they are beginning 
to arrive in large numbers. Nagasaki is 
already full to overflowing, while Kobe 
is coiuincjicing to fill up, and many have 
reached Yokohama. Among the hitter 
are Mrs. Charles Dcnby, jr.. and the 
family of Mr. Drew, the well known 
commissioner of Chinese customs. 

All accounts agree that the siege, 
though brief, was full of dramatic inter- 
est. The excitement culminated on the 
Monday following the capture of the 
Taku fiirts, when for a brief time it seem- 
ed probable that the Russians would he 
unable to withstand the horde of Chinese 
troops and fanatical Boxers. Had the 
former given way to the fierce onslaught 
then made nothing could have saved the 
concessions from the fury of tin- mob. 
The women and children were all as- 
sembled at Cordon LLilJ. and everything 
was arranged to meet the terrible neces- 
sity which defeat would entail. But the 
Russians stood their ground magnificent- 
ly and the day was gaved. Afterwards 
and during the whole of the siege ninny 
of the ladies, becoming accustomed to the 
shelling, walked the streets unconcerned- 
ly. It was no such constant reign of ter- 
ror as must prevail among the beleaguer- 
ed bandjit Pekin. 

To-day comes an official denial of the 
report telegraphed yesterday that a gen- 
eral massacre took place at the capital 
on the Sth .instant, and the foreigners 
there are now measurably safe, and witli 
friends at court who will ensure their 
ultimate release, The Chinese are not 
all fools, anil it is evident that a power- 
ful parly is at work to stem the tide of 
folly, which would bring upon China the 
vengeance of the whole world.

M. S. Phaeton, which left Esqui- 
mult on tin- 5th of December last for a 
ruise in Southern waters, returned to 
Esquiinalt yesterday morning.

The 'J-lth of May was - :!vj:i:U-0 
there, the British minister giving a re- 
ception and the ollicers returning the com- 
pliment by holding a reception, which was 
attended by :i majority of the British 
residents.

The revolution 
was then at its height. The Leander, 
which was in port, was in expectation of 
seeing a big battle on the following Wcd- 
inesday, the 19th. The Phaeton left on 
the 13th, remaining only one day. 
I The run up from Acapulco was made 
i in twelve days. Kog and wet weather 
I was encountered ami ou Tuesday even- 
ing the Phaeton passed within Hint yards 
I of the U.S.S. Iowa. The Phaeton will 
probably pay off here, the crew proceed- 
ing overland to England.

Legislature 



Labor and Chinese Restriction 
Form Chief Subjects of 
Debate, 



House Decides to Appoint a 
Standing Committee on 
Agriculture. 



Yesterday's sitting of the legislature 
was largely devoted to debate, the inter- 
esting subjects of labor and Chinese re- 
striction both coming un and receiving 
about an hour apiece, without in. cither 
instance being near ended. Air. 
Helinekcn's resolution, which aimed uc 
the protection oC government contracts 
from the abuses of sub-letting, and ulso 
at requiring payment o£ the locally 
current wage, received the general sup- 
port of the house. Its passage was 
somewhat hindered by the amendments 
of Mr. Mclnnes, who apparently was 
desirous of going the senior member for, 
.Victoria one better in this regard. Two 
amendments were offered, the tirst being 
disposed of, and the second still under 
discussion when the debate was ad- 
journed. The former one had, how- 
ever, the distinction of occasioning the 
first division of the session, 

The second debate arose out of Mr. 
Tallow's Chinese immigration clause. 
To this Mr. Brown proposed a very 
drastic amendment, which was to have 
been followed by another from Mr. 
Ileluieken, when, however, that gentle- 
man moved the adjournment of the 
question until to-morrow, 

A little routine work had followed 
prayers, when Mr. Helmcken rose to 
move the following resolution, which 
was seconded by Mr. Ralph Smith: 

*' That in the opinion of this house nil 
government contracts should contain 
such conditions as will prevent abuses 
which may arise from the sub-letting of 
such contracts, and that every effort 
should be made to secure the payment 
of such wages as are generally accepted 
as current in each i^ide for competent 
workmen in the district where the work 
is carried out; and jj is hereby resolved 
that the work to which the foregoing 
policy shall apply includes not only- 
work undertaken by the government it- 
self, but also all works aided by a 
grant of provincial public funds, and all 
works carried on under franchises 
granted by the government, and thai 
the aforesaid policy shall be forthwith 
applied to every department of the 
public service and to nil parties now 
performing services for the govern- 
ment." 

Upon Mr. Martin pointing out that 
this, affecting ns it did the public ad- 
ministration and revenues, the mover 
stated that he had already obtained the 
approval of the government, to which 
Premier Dnnsmuir then assented. 

Mr. Mclnnes then claimed that while 
a very proper resolution, it practically 
amounted to nothing, as there was no 
guarantee that it would be carried out. 
At Ottawa when a similar resolution 
had been carried, it had been shown 
that if a laborer suffered and sought 
relief, under this motion he would get 
nothing but his discharge. lie accord- 
ingly had two amendments to offer, one 
to rectify the point he had alluded to, 
and the other to protect the laborer 
from Chinese competition. The first ho 
.would do by adding the clause, " to be 
"embodied hi an net." whereby the 
laborer would have statutory standing, 
and the second by adding at the end of 
the resolution the words, ''also that in 
all contracts, leases and concessions of 
whatsoever kind entered into or made 
by the government, provision be made 
that no Chinese or Japanese shall be 
employed in connection therewith." 

Hon. Mr. Turner objected that the 
government had this latter matter under 
consideration at present, and so was 
not ready to express "Its policy on the 
case. 

Mr. Martin suggested that the reso- 
lution should have conic from the gov- 
ernment directly, but that, having been 
once admitted by them to the house, 
the responsibility of amending it rested 
with the house. 

Mr. Elelmcken stated that it was but 
an effort " to go one better," ami that, 
while the government were ready to 
approve of his motion, it was most un- 
fair to embarrass them by introducing 
■other features by amendment. 

Hon. Mr. MeBride_ assented to the 
reasonableness of Mr? Martin's sugges- 
tion' that us a question of policy was 
involved, the motion might well have 
proceeded from the ministry, They 
were, however, at present consulting 
upon how best to conserve the interests 
of white labor, and not being yet ready 
to pronounce their policy, must accord- 
ingly object to any expression of such 
in a hasty or unguarded way. 

Mr. Martin said that what he wanted 
was to see the gentlemen opposite vote 
against the amendment, while Mr. 
Brown added (hat anyone voting 
against the amendment must be strictly 
held to have voted against its principles. 

Mr. Ralph Smith said that, while lie 
liau seconded the njotion, he favored 
the amendment too. 

Mr. Kidd wanted_ more information 
regarding the franchises. Municipalities 
had franchises, and they should be 
careful about affect ing them. 

Mr. Green would vote against the 
amendment, not but that he did not be- 
lieve in its principles, but he did not be- 
lieve in supporting the opposition in 
holding a club at the government's 
head, as they were trying to do. The 
house had the assurance, both of the 
senior member for Victoria as well as 
of one of the ministers, that they would 
deal with this question, and it was 
quite ns well to leave it with them, in- 
stead of doing all that could he done to 
embarrass their efforts. 

A few other short spoerhes led up to 
the division on the. first amendment, 
which was defeated by the following 
vote:

Fulton, Hnyward, Garden, Tatlow, 
Trent'ice, Wells, MeBride, Pooler, 
Murphy, Rogers. Hunter, Taylor, 
Dickie, Mou nee — 24. 

The second amendment, was then 
ti^ken up by Air. Martin, who showed 
how it would apply to the renewal of 
timber and mining licenses. If these 
were held to speculate the government 
had better do the speculating nnd hold 
them a couple of hundred years, if need 
be. rather than have them developed by I 
anything but white labor. 

Mr. Helmcken then asked for an ad- 
journment ia order to have time to con- 



sider the amendment, and his request 
was granted. 

Mr. Tatlow's resolution asking the Lien 
tenant-Governor to advise Hie Governor- 
General that the house Is of opinion that 
the Chinese Immigration Act, 1000, Is un- 
satisfactory, disappointing, and wholly falls 
to meet the exigencies of the situation was 
thou taken up. It was seconded by Mr, 
Garden, and bus already been published. 

Mr. llrowu moved la amendment, second- 
ed by Mr. Curlls, to strike out all the words 
after the word resolved In the Urst line, 
and In lieu of the words so struck out. In- 
sert: "That It Is the duty of this house, In 
dealing with the question of Oriental Immi- 
gration, to cast aside all considerations of 
party and political partisanship, and to take 
such action us will demonstrate to the 
world how vital and far reaching the ques 
tioii really Is: 

"That an humble address bo presented to 
tils Honor the Lieutenant-Governor, pray, 
lag Iflui to advise His Excellency the Gov- 
ernor-General that, In the opinion of this 
house, the 'Chinese Immigration Act, 11)00' 
will prove wholly Inadequate even to ap- 
preciably check the tide of Chinese Immi- 
gration, while it leaves the even more 
threatening Influx of Japanese absolutely 
unrestrained; and furtber to advise Ills Ex- 
cellency tlmt ir Is the settled conviction 
of this house that unless Chinese and Japa- 
nese Immigration be promptly and effectu- 
ally cheeked, not only will laborers and ar- 
tizans of European race be driven from the 
province, but all trades and Industries other 
than those exclusively, engaged in manufac- 
turing for export the raw material of the 
province will pass Into the hands of Chinese 
and Japanese." 

Speaking to his motion, Mr. Tatlow stnt- 
ed that In consequence of the report of the 
Cliupleau commission In 18S4, temporary 
relief was given In 1MS7 with the result that 
for several years the number of Chinese 
entering the province averaged less than 
•joo. in lssii Mr. McLagnu, of Vancouver 
bad telegraphed Sir Wilfrid Laurler, get 
ting In reply the answer appearing In the 
resolution which had, no doubt, had Its lu- 
tluenee upon the election of t|mt time. Itut 
Sir Wilfrid's promise did uoj affect his 
party, and so, In September, 1800, Mr. b'ru 
ser Is quoted as saying In the bouse: 

"I have to say it would be a retrograde 
move for us to pass laws to keep the 
people out on the ground that they a 
Chluaiueu. . . . For myself, desiring 
that the country shall have population, 
am willing that Chinamen as well as other 
may come in." 

Mr, Fisher lust year said: " The question 
ns to the Chinese Is one that Is very Inter 
esllng to the people of this province. \V( 
ppreelate thlis; iu the same time these ques 
lions dealt with a foreign people coming 
into mo r midst are more or less International 
In their character and Imperial In their 
nature, and we, as the government of Can- 
ada cannot altogether act without refer 
enee to imperial Interests, which are para- 
mount." 

This Is, however, well met by Earl Derby, 
who stated: "When therefore the Dominion 
ministers advise i'our Lordships with re- 
gard to these acts yon l .ay understand that 
t he question 1* uot held to Involve Imperial 
Interests and that you should deal with It 
as a Canadian question only." 

In Australia the tax Ik lixed at $.".0O, and 
.Mr. Tatlow considered that the province 
should be put on quite as good a footing. 
The Chinese being brought here by labor 
contractors, It follows that If the tax of 
$100 be not sufficient, oue of ?o(X> might be 
found to be so. 

living thus seen to be a failure from a 
restriction standpoint. It is easily seen that 
Unaavlally It Is quite us bad. In San Fran- 
Cisco It Is being found necessary to move 
the Chlntse quarters, and should like steps 
be necessitated here the cost would far ex- 
ceed the amount remitted to the province 
as its quarter of the restriction tax. That 
some such expenditure may be occasioned 
would appear from the following extracts 
from the report of the provincial board of 
health. On the 21HU of May, lfHH), Dr.

Tint's suggestions would be quite costly 
to enforce and lo meet them and many 
utlltr expenses, only a quarter of the tax 
comes Into the treasury. 

Mr. Brown then followed. Itefore presi 
Ing his amendment, he reflected upon tin? 
campaign literature aspect of the motion 
which he thought all the greater mistake 
because the people had spoken so decidedly 
against party Hues. Hut the question was 
loo vital to be used as a peg for politics 
Its financial aspect was bat a minor matter 
too, nnd although the Dominion should 
keep only the costs of collection, that might 
well be left aside. A strong prejudice 
lsted In the East against the cry of British 
Columbia and It was Orsfof all access 
to Impress upon the rest of Canada that It 
was neither dollars nor bigotry, but a pres 
slug menace to white workmen. The East 
must be taught that these Asiatics would 
never make settlers, that they would never 
assimilate, and by their unspeakable lower 
standard of living could always work 
cheaper than white men. The Japs too had 
been overlooked by the mover of the motion 
am. iliey were even inure menacing than 
the Chinese. So much so that unless some- 
thing were done they would drive tin: 
Anglo-Saxon back step by step from labor 
anil craft and trade until the Asiatic owned 
the country. 

To this Mr. Hunter very forcibly object 
ed. He would never believe that tin 
Asiatics would ever drive the Saxon from 
this soil. He had too much faith In til 
race, 

on motion of Mr. llelaicken, the debal 
was then adjourned. 

After a short debate, Mr. Hayward's 
motion for a standing committee on agri- 
culture was carried and the committee It- 
self will be struck to-morrow. 

Mr. Stables' resolution for returns of the 
details of the mining laws Issued for Atlln 
was also carried, after an explanation by 
himself and a short speech of approval 
from Hon. Mr. Mellrlde. Mr. Martin also 
pointed out that some of the leases occasion 
Ing i lie trouble had been granted by the 
Semlln government. 

The Notaries' Hill was then read a third 
time, and the bill dually passed. 

The house then went Into committee to 
consider the Liquor License hill, but did 
not cover more than a couple of sections 
before six o'clock. The chief point of Inter- 
est was the light put up by Mr. Hnyward 
on behalf of the Esquimau license holders, 
who, according to Mr. Martin, had robbed 
the province for years, by paying ?(W In- 
stead of the $200 fee, and were raw because 
they could not keep it up. 

After a short debate over the adjourn- 
ment, a motion to do so until to-morrow 
was passed at 8:30 o'clock.

A Primitive 

Mining Method 



Gold Being Turned Out by Ar- 
rastra In Bridge River 
District. 



News From the Kootenay Coun- 
try—Hall Mines Smelter 
to Start. 



Bridge Hirer district can produce a 
novel sight says the Lilooet Prospector, 
and we doubt it' the same thing can be 
found in another camp iu the country. 
The sight referred to is that of five ar- 
rnstras running in the radius of half a 
mile all turning out gold and averaging 
from i?75 to $100 per day. Prom the 
Lome arrastra one can look down the 
hill and watch the work going on at the 
Woodchuck. The arraetra as is well 
known its one of the primitive methods of 
crushing rock and mining and in the 
Bridge River district where neither capi- 
talist lias ventured much money, or the 
government built n decent trail, the pros- 
pectors have set in and are producing the 
yellow metal in good qualities, in the 
cheapest possible way. The working of 
mineral claims in this fashion proves be- 
yond doubt that the ledges contain value 
and if opened up on a large scale and 
milled, would put to shame the rich divi- 
dend paying properties which are always 
harped upon when mentioning mining. 
Travel where they may and nowhere can 
bo found .such rich free gold properties 
with true ledges that have been proved 
continuous, than in the Bridge River 
mining district. Lilooet needs some good 
mining men who mean business to tako 
hold of the different properties and open 
them up in such a systematic manner and 
with the proper machinery installed that 
will not only benefit themselves but the 
whole district. Last year about $-10,000 
was taken out of the Bridge River sec- 
tion from quartz alone and with the five 
iirrastras this year should with the Bend- 
'Or stamp mill bring the output up ttf 
about $1U0,(XI0. 

From Sandon over the K. & S. for the 
week ending July 27, the Payne shipped 
200 tons, Ruth 100, Last Chance 20, and 
American Boy 20. The Sloean Star ship- 
ped 40 tons over the C. P. R. The White- 
water mine shipped 114 tons this week 
and 04'/l- last week. The Hillside, at 
Whitewater, made a test shipment of 2*/> 
tons last week. 

Angus McGillivray and Ed. Shannon, 
of New Denver, owners of the Neepawa 
group, on Ten-Mile, WCTe in town this 
week says the Sandon Paystreak of July 
2S, on business in connection with the 
transfer of that noted property to the 
Warner Miller syndicate. They stated 
the group had passed out of their hands, 
though nothing could be gleaned as to 
price and terms. A few days previous 
they had been offered $30,000 on an 18 
months' bond by the same people, which 
was refused. The Neepawa could get in 
no better hands than the Miller syndi- 
cate, as they do not permit their hold- 
ings to remain idle. 

Eighty tons comprise last week's ore 
shipments from Silverton. Three cur- 
loads of this was sent out by the Wake- 
lield mines, who have also another car- 
load lying on the dock ready for ship- 
ment. The fourth car was from the 
Vancouver group and consisted of* rich 
carbonates and galena. 

The Nelson mineT states that the fact 
that the Hall mines smelter is now ready 
to buy ore will be read with interest by 
those who have been waiting the resump- 
tion of work at the smelter. It was an- 
nounced this morning (July 20), that the 
smelter would start up in a short while 
and is now ready to buy ore and will 
receive it as fast 'as it is sent along. 

The management of the Hall mines 
lias now been definitely decided upon. 
There will be no general manager of the 
company's affairs. Captain Clifford wiH 
bo mine superintendent, Mr. It. R. Med- 
ley, manager of the smelter and Mr. J. 
J. Campbell will act as commercial man- 
ager.

The Well-Known Elocutionist Died in 
California on Saturday. 

The many Victoria friends of Mrs. 
Tompkinson. wife of Lieut. Tompkin- 
son, late H. N., will be grieved to hear 
of the death of that lady, which occur- 
red at Santa Monica, Cal., on Tuesday. 
Mrs. Tompkinson lirst came to Victoria 
some 25 years ago, when, as Fanny 
Morgan Phelphs, one of the leading, 
actresses of the time, she appeared at 
the»old Victoria theatre ou Government 
street. Her last public appearance 
here was at the patriotic concert in the 
drill hall last winter, when she recited 
with such success " The Absent-Minded 
Beggar," adding very materially to Vic- 
toria's donation to the fund for the 
willows and orphans of those lighting in 
South Africa. She was of a family of 
actresses, some of her relatives being 
now on the stage, including Miss Lizzie 
Morgan, who is playing in the Eastern 
American circuit. She was about till 
years of age and was a native of Aus- 
tralia. Since her marriage with Lieut. 
Tompkinson she has been residing at 
Santa Monica, Cal., but came hero 
nearly every season to spend the sum- 
mer. She has a sister, Mrs. Mason, a 
resident for some time of Comox. 



THE CHICKENS 

COULD'NT SLEEP 



The Midnight Sun Made Night 
as Day and They Kept 
Awake. 



Special Meeting— The Provincial Soci- 
ety for the Prevention of Cruelty to Ani- 
mals are holding a special meeting in the 
committee room at the city hall this 
evening at 8. at which J. C. Brown, of 
New Westminster, the president of the 
association, will preside. 



There Is a story going the rounds— but the 
one concerned will not confirm It— that an 
officer of the Society for the Prevention of 
Cruelty to Animals Is to be sent to Cape 
Koine as the special commissioner of the 
society to investigate the report of cruelty 
to some hens there. 

The case for the S. P. C. A. was brought 
to light by the return of a speculator who 
took a number of pullets up ou the steamer 
Alpha ou that memorable trip through the 
Ice. The speculator returned and ho bad 
a hard luck story. The liens were not heard 
from; "wlr flulsh came at Cape Nome. 

It was tbls way. The hens were to work 
"on a lay" and the species were to be per- 
petuated for the conuolseurs who frequented 
the table d'hotes of Cape Nome, for It was 
said that chicken dinners meant a check 
from the waiter for $16. The .speculator sat 
on a lug at Nome whittling a stick and 
saw a fortune in sight. Ills eyesight thouirl 
became bud eventually and he could not see 
the fortune at so close a range. 

It was all the fault of the Midnight Sun. 
During the summer months nt Cape Nome 
tue sun shows as much light at uilduigbt 
as it does at noon, and the hens not being 
provided with watches did not know when 
It was bedtime. As a consequence they 
went crazy for want of sleep. In constant 
daylight the chickens positively refused to 
go to roost, and they got thinner anil thin- 
ner from want of sleep. 

Something hud to be done, and the spec- 
ulator made a number of bandages, and for 
a time he caught the chickens one by one, 
and after blindfolding them, carried them 
to their roost. This had the effect of mak- 
ing them sleep. The work was, however, 
too arduous for the protlts earned and the 
fowls were soon allowed to go sleepless. 
Then came the madness. They lost their 
chicken minds and emaciated by the weari- 
ness occasioned by the sleepless nights, 
they one by one dug their heads In the 
sands— the same sands which were said to 
have contained gold— and died. 

With the loss of tbls out lit of chickens, 
the speculator returned, and he tells of the 
cruelty of keeping chickens in the land of 
Midnight Sun, where the roosts are ever 
empty. Mr. Harris, of Portland, gives the 
story of the troubles of the chicken man 
as above narrated, and a friend tells how 
some horses had more sense than many of 
the dupes of the Nome boomers, In that 
they tumbled to what they were being run 
up against in Nome nt a glance and (led. 

The horses with the "horse sense" went 
up on the barge Skookum and landed by 
being pushed overboard and swimming 
ashore. After landing they took a "pre- 
liminary canter" and roll iu the sands and 
after a few minutes shivering about twenty 
of them deliberately went Into the sea and 
swain back to the barge. 

One of the Just arrived miners nt Nome 
who witnessed the episode remarked, "liver 
since I was a buy I have heard of horse 
sense, and the necessity of man having 
some of it. Now, if horse seuse says that 
this Nome country Is not good enough for a 
horse. It is not good enough for a man, 
and Hint's a sure thing, so I am going home. 
A lid he did.

"Labor Commissioner.— Mr. D. J. 
O'Donoghue, Dominion labor commis- 
sioner, by invitation addressed the 
Trades and Labor Council Inst evening. 
In explaining the Minimum Wage Act 
Mr. O'Donoghue said that the govern- 
ment aimed at having the prevailing 
standard wage in each comnitinitji 
where government work was being done 
paid by the contractor; and also fhc 
Inbolitioii of all forms of sub-letting of 
contracts.

The steamer Gleuoglc, here from the 
Orient, brings an exhaustive detailed 
account of the siege of Tien Tsin and 
of. the many thrilling incidents con- 
nected with it. A party of Britishers 
who were among the besieged reached 
Kobe just prior to the departure of the 
steamer, and the account given by 
them, supplemented by a letter from 
N. ,T, Sargent, another of the besieged, 
forms an interesting narrative of the 
stirring events. 

Tin- bombardment started at .'I p.m. 
exactly on Sunday, June 17, two gUUri 
being tired in quick .succession, then 
two more. The lirst appearance of the 
Boxers was two days before, when they 
were seen from the high buildings in 
the concession, carrying lamps. Tuere 
appeared to be thousands ot them, for 
the procession they made was miles in 

length, and s i Urn. were started, the 

iiuur'ers uf the native Christians being 
given to the (lames and their occupants 
butchered. They tried hard to set lire 
to the old Catholic cathedral, and 
many of the onlookers thought the his- 
toric structure had been destroyed, but 
although tires danced around it, it was 
seen to be little damaged on the follow- 
ing day. On the same night an attack 
—determined as it was sudden— was 
made on the railway station across the 
river. The station, which was held by 
ltussiiins— at the outset they had recog- 
nized the strategic importance of the 
place— is situated on rather higher 
ground. The attack failed, although 
some of the bolder spirits of the Boxers 
got within GO yards of the station. The 
Russian lire accounted for a great num- 
ber of the Boxers. The Boxers were 
then supposed to be. marching on the 
concession, making tor the bridge. 

After the attack had been repulsed 
all was quiet— until -1 a. in. --when an 
alarm was sounded. Bugles sounded 
all through the settlement and bells 
were rung. Tins was the [ire-arranged 
signal for the women and children to 
seek safety in Gordon Hull. Firing 
was heard in the direction of the Taku 
road, near the Viceroy's hospital and 
Imperial .Medical college, where the 
American troops were stationed. The 
Boxers were trying an attack from tho 
southwest, but they found British 
troops in force at the Temperance hull, 
on the Recreation grounds and lit the 
Woolen mill, and American troops on 
the Taku road. Southwest of the 
French Concession and the Extra 
British Concession there is a vacant lot 
Of laud, and over this the Boxers could 
be discerned advancing, screaming and 
dancing and brandishing their swords. 
They set lire to some huts near the city 
wall— the outer wall— but disappeared 
after a few volleys from the aided 
troops. The remainder of the night 
passed quietly, but the women and 
children remained at the Gowjon Hall. 
On Saturday evening, though, more 
tires were seen and the Boxers were 
seen rushing Bcmfwy SHItDLU CM V 
seen marching hither and thither, 
slaughtering their countrymen, who 
had, it was supposed, challenged their 
authority, and burning their villages. 

The 17tli opened quietly, and at. a 
meeting of the allied commanderci that 
morning it was 

DECIDED TO ATTACK 
the military school across Ihe river, 
which was recognized to be a menace. 
It was arranged that the British and 
Germans should take the premises, 
which were enclosed in strong mud 
walls about eight feet high. The at- 
tacking parly, to which was afterwards 
added some Austriiins, mu.-tered in the 
Meadows mud — between 200 and lint) 
men— and started u little before M p. in., 
crossing the river in boats. Ii was 
when the lirst launch carrying the 
! troops landed on the oilier side thai tho 
Chinese artillerymen started their bom- 
bardment "f Tien Tsin. They were in 
a fort miles nwnjj but evidently a 
communication was sent from the Mili- 
tary college, causing them to open lire. 

The capture of tin Military ncliool 
was one of the most dramatic events of 
the earlier part of the siege. Major 
Luke, who was in command of the at- 
tacking party, was strongly opposed. 
The Chinese made a stout defense, but 
inside of half an hour the troops had 
climbed the wall and forced the gates 
The Chinese defending, most of whom 
were military students, were gradually 
beaten back into the building, with 
heavy loss. Step by step I hey con- 
tested the way, and when obliged to 
retire went into n largo room upstairs, 
from which they maintained a galling 
lire. They were several times asked 
in surrender, but refused, and some till 
or Tu of Ihe survivors barricaded them- 
selves in and made a last, stand there. 
A British bluejacket brought an axe 
ami buttered in the door, [fe was shot 
dead, and several more shared the snnio 
fate before the attacking parly went in 
with a mud rush and bayonetted the 
whole lot. A German ran out and 
hauled down the dragon Hag that was 
(lying over the gate. 

About 15 guns were taken, but as 
there was no time to remove them, only 
the breech-locks were taken out and 
thrown into the river, thus making the 
guns useless. The place was then set 
j on lire ami the allied force withdrew. 
J It burned for an hour or two, amid 
constant explosions of cartridges. All 
I the rest of the day until '.) p. m. the guns 
I continued to throw shells into Tien 
1 Tsin, but as they were comparatively 
high they did little damage. The shells 
were HV.-inch. The big gun was given 
: several pet names, the most popular 
one being " Bong Tom." 

On the l.Sth .Tune, next morning, 
TUB BOMBARDMENT STARTED 
| at (5:20 a. m., and went on until (i p. m.> 
the only Interruption being when the 
i gunners stopped for dinner at tnid-dny. 
| A number of Coss n clcs went out anil 
attempted to uilence the guns. They 
fought the greater part of the day and 
I came back in the evening with 120 
killed and wounded. There was, too, 
that day some terrific fighting between 
the Russians holding the railway sta- 



tion and the Chinese. Had it not been 
for the bravo 700 Russians and the tight 
they put up, holding the thousands of 
Chinese at hay on that day, the be- 
sieged city would have fallen and the 
beleaguered people died a horrible death. 
Rev] Charles F. Gammon', superintend- 
ent of the American Bible Society in 
North China, who lias reached Naga- 
saki from Tien Tsin, says that just 
prior to the brave light of the Russians, 
the foreigners had arranged to kill their 
women and children by their own hand, 
should the attack of the Chinese carry, 
an they feared it would, and, says the, 
reverend gentleman in an interview 
given to the Nagasaki Press, men had 
been drawn to shoot the women and 
children should the worst come to pass. 
The Russians, though, saved the settle- 
ments. They lost heavily, but main- 
tained their position, although they 
were so hard pressed at one time that 
the question of retirement was consid- 
ered. The 0-incU gun of the Chinese 
at the fort gave them constant trouble, 
as their only gun was a Im pounder uf 
rather antiquated design. 

At 10 a. in, the tiring was so severe 
that the Russian eonumtnde- tint a 
message for help, and a British force 
was moved across to support. The hail 
of shells and bullets was so steady that j 
the defenders or the railway station had 
to lie down under the platform, so to 
speak, for protection. The gun was 
kept going all the time on the fort, and j 
it seemed for a time as if the Russians 1 
had succeeded in silencing the big gun. 

The attack was by regular troops and 
evidently thought out. as a smaller body 
also attacked the Americans on the 
Taku road. Once the American de- 
fenders were driven a bit. Fighting 
was going on all along the French bund, 
the enemy being in great force along: 
the opposite side of the river.* During 
the whole afternoon a terrible wind and 
dust storm was raging, and at night— 
when tile Russians sorrowfully buried 
their dead— the rain fell in torrents. 

The women and children all took 
shelter in Cordon Hall. There were 
between 200 and HOD. They behaved 
very well. There were few casualties 
within the settlements, although bullets 
fell about the whole day long. At the 
end of the day the Russians were found 
to have maintained their position at the 
railway station across the river, but at 
heavy loss. The killed were buried 
during the night. This day was the 
■warmest fighting period during the 
siege. Once during ihe morning mes- 
sages were sent calling upon every man 
who could get a rille to turn out. 

The next day the Chinese brought 
sonic guns to bear upon the city from 
the wall situated to the eastward. 
Every time they fired the British re- 
plied' with a Maxim and a 9-pouuder, 
which afterwards disabled the enemy's 
worst gun. X. .1. Sargent, who watched 
the destruction of the gun from the roof 
of Ihe custom house, says: " From my 
point of vantage I saw the whole thing. 
The lirst few shots went, wide, but the 
fourth

and knocked it clean over, the splinters 
Hying all around. In the afternoon, 
he says, again, '1 went upon the Taku 
Lighter Co.'s tower to snipe the sold.prs, 
and potted some at from 000 to 1.501) 
yards. Bate in the afternoon as 1 was 
up on this tower I saw a pinnace of the 
Germans, which had a Maxim on her, 
coming up the river, and I had also 
noticed duri»>" the afternoon that the 
Chinese soldiers had been coming to 
one point. As the pinnace came up I 
saw them all on the river bank on lop 
of a discarded fort, from which llle.V 
suddenly fired a hot tire into the pin- 
nace. This was returned by the ves- 
sel, which came up to within a hundred 
feet, when she suddenly gave a I urn to 
the bank opposite the Chinese and ran 
on shore, because she had been hit so 
often that she was going to sink. The 
men jumped ashore and ran for the'r 
lives, but it was said most of them 
were captured and tortured to death." 

On Wednesday, June 20, barricades 
were erected at the end of every street, 
illld a guard placed behind them. These 
barricades were made of bales of wool, 
bags of wheat, rice and other cargo 
which was stored in the different go- 
downs. The day, though, wart quiet, the 
Chinese only firing "Bong Tom" at inter- 
vals. There wan considerable sniping 
from across the river, the Chinese hav- 
ing taken up a position in the ruins of 
tlie military school. 

During Wednesday night it was decid- 
ed to 

SEND A MESSENGER 
to ihe commanding otllcers at Taku, call- 
ing for help, anil James Watts, of the 
Tien Tsin volunteers, offered to carry 
the despatches, 'three Cossacks accom- 
panied him. Several times u their peril- 
ous journey they were attacked by hos- 
tile villagers, and they had many peril- 
ous adventures, but they managed to 
get through the Chinese troops, who were 
everywhere about the districts they pass- 
ed through. The party returned with the 
relic:' force. Although the tiring had 
been heard III Taku and the rehectious 
of the tires had been seen, it was not 
then supposed that Tien Tsin was m 
great danger until the despatch riders ar- 
rived. 

From the 20tll the allied force had to 
he chary of replying to the enemy's lire, 
for fear the ammunition would give out. 
On the -list it wart found that the Chi- 
nese troops had mounted two guns on 
the opposite side of the river. within 
1,200 yards of the bund. The guns were 
across' from the poiul defended by the 
volunteers and the naval people sent 
down a gun. Between Ii and 1 p.m. Ihe 
Chinese guns across the river were si- 
lenced. At p.m. several 

JUNKS WERE SEEN 
floating down the river, evidently with 
the intention of a bridge being formed 
for Chinese soldiers to cross. Fire was 
opened on them as they approached, and 
their occupanus driven below; and as 
they came nearer a yuuug British middy 
got' on board two of the craft anil set 
lire to them. That settled thai attempt 
of the enemy. All that afternoon there 
was heavy firing, and the French conces- 
sion, exposed as it was on three sides, 
suffered. The secretary of the French 
municipal council was killed. 

A number ot Cantonese are resident in 
Tien T.shi, and during the bombardment 
they lay continually in their beds. The 
Cossacks were bayouetting or shooting 
everything that wore a queue. N. J. Sar- 
gent, in a letter, says he came upon one 
Chinese whom a Cossack was about to 
give a prod in the hack with his bayon- 
et. He yelled at him just in time to 
save the bayonet from going more than 
an inch into the back of the Chinese. The 
Cossacks have done some of the hard- 
est lighting around Tien Tsin, hut also 
some of tne hardest looting. Sargent 
said he had reported the looting of the 
Coscsucks, and ttiey were ordered to keep

SOMETHING UP. 

Some had reported having seen search 
lights on the night before and heard the 
booming of distunt guns. Sniping, 
though, still went on. During the night 
searchlights were seen throwing long 
lilies of. light across the sky from a dis- 
tance. The relief party had arrived. 

They came into Tien Tsin at 11 p.m. 
on the afternoon of Saturday, June 123. 
The soldiers came in straggling parties, 
having had hard lighting all the way. A 
group were carrying James Watts, the 
heroic despatch rider, on their shoulders. 
He was presented with a sword by the 
Tien Tsin volunteers, and promoted to 
the rank of lieutenant. It is understood 
he is to be recommended to the govern- 
ment of some of the allied powers for 
decoration. There were 2,3UU in ,-11 in 
tlie relief, British. American, Uussian, 
Oermuu ami Italian. The British and 
Americans came up into Tien Tsin from 
behind the military school, and the Rus- 
sians and Germans fi i near the rail- 
way station. Both columns encountered 
serious lighting, bill the ' Ku-sians and 
Germans encountered the toughest oppo- 
sition, the former losing heavily. 

The arrival of the rescuing party 
roused much enthusiasm in the shot-rid- 
dled settlements. Flags were Hung to 
the breeze and cheer alter cheer given 
as the dust-stained, tired and dirty men 
stamped along. The force had two 12- 
pounuers from the Terrible. 

tin Sunday night rockets were seen 
from Admiral Seymour's party, and pre- 
parations were made to send a force to 
join hands with him. On .Monday, June 
25, tin' allies commenced to shell the 
forts, the Tumble's 12-pounders doing 
splendid wort-:. The Chinese replied 
with eight or nine guns., and this artil- 
lery duel was kept up, the allies cover- 
ing thereby the despatch of about 0O0 
liu-ii sent to help Admiral Seymour's 
lorce, which was but nine miles away, 
'Ihe force got away safely and next 
morning returned m company with the 
1'ekin relief tone. Admiral Seymour 
reported having destroyed the Sio Kin 
aii-eiial, which contained munitions of 
war to the value of half a million sterl- 
ing. In ihe alteruoou, scarcely before 
the handshaking with the returned e.\- 
|, edit ion was over, the Chinese fort start- 
ed shelling Tien Tslii again. A force 
was cent out to try ami take the arsenal 
at the back of the military school in the 
evening, but ii was obliged to return, 
ihe attack was renewed next morning— 
June 27— Kussiaus, British and Japanese 
being employed. 

TUB TBRIUBUH'S GUNS 

got into position about 4,000 yards from 
tile arsenal, and about the lirst or sec- 
ond shot the British gunners hit the 
Cnuicsc gun, which had been causing so 
much trouble to the Russians, and put it 
out <d' business. Great was tlie rejoic- 
ing over tlie destruction of this gun,. 
Which was soon afterwards followed by 
the destruction of the fort, which blew 
up aiter a shell had been planted in it, 
with an explosion that shook Tien Tsin. 
The Cossacks who had been sent out to 
meet the Torrible's 12-pounder, on the 
carnage ot which the sailors had en- 
graved the legend, "Badysmith to Tion 
Tsin, Immediate," huggeo and kissed, the 
gun as it was returned to barracks. They 
had been so long trying without success 
to silence the gun.

The placing of the 
shells inside 'by the Terrible's gnu, 
though, set the fort on fire and the Chi- 
nese lied. 

The Itu.-sian commander issued a. pro- 
clamation after the rapture of the tort 
which read: "By the help of Cod. am! 
our brave allies." we have captured the 
east arsenal.'' The escape of Ihe Chinese 
in the fort was astutely done. The Chi- 
nese, when tiny saw that' all was up. 
placed rows of lire-crackers in prominent 
places and set lire to I hem. The series of 
small explosions misled the Russians,. w&u 
wer,. in front, and taking Ihe noise for 
rille life, hesitated to make a final ru>h. 
Th,- rtspite allowed the escape of the 
( Ihinese. 

A few days of i lparative (inietopss 

followed, and when the British, who 
brought Ihe story of the siege to Kobe, 
left on July -1. the bombardment was just 
beginning to recommence in earnest. The

'day, and there was not a gun to reply, 
lor the Terrible's guns had been moved 
out beyond the wool mill.

NICARAGUA CANAL. 

Government Tired of Dela y and Takes 
Over the Property. " 

Managua, Aug. 1.— Tlie government of 
Nicaragua has taken possession of the 
property of the Maritime Canal Co. and 
removed tlie company's eaj-s, rails and 
property to the interior of Greytown, 
under article fifty-four of the conces- 
sion. 

Washington, Aug. 1. — The seizure of 
the property of the .Maritime Canal Com- 
pany has long been expected, although 
the United States government has done 
all that it properly ecu 1 db to conserve 
th • rights of the cone s.-iouaries. Un- 
der the terms of tho oi.iui.veion the Ni- 
caragua Canal Company was allowed a 
period of ten years' after tlie completion 
of the preliminary surveys in which to 
complete the construction of the canal. 
That period expired t wo years ago. _TJio 
company, which has done a great deal of 
work, was expecting to effect an ar- 
rangement for the transfer of its proper- 
ties and privileges to the government Of 
the United States, through some of the 
various Nicaraugan bills that have been 
introduced in congress and more or less 
advanced to enactment within recent 
years.
